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NEW BUDGET PLAN
I3 FORCED THROUGH

Convention Advances It to
Third Reading, Defeating
All Amendments.

DEMOCRATS AGAINST IT

ALBANTY, Aug. 11.—The executive bud-
Ret plan reported from tha Committee on
Financen, of which Henry L. Stimson is
chairman, was ndvanced to a third read-
ing to-day without material amendment
after the Constitutional Convention had
devoted five of its sessions to a discus-
slon of the project,

The Democrats suggested a number of
materinl amendments and in some they
were joined by at least a score of Re-
publicans, but all of them wers voted
down decisively.

Republican delegates like Lemuel Ely
Quige, W. M. K. Olcott and Democratie
delegates, including John Godfrey Saxe,
did not think that the Constitution
should compel the Uovernor to attend
the wmessions aof either the Senate or
Assembly and submit te a heckling,

which they thought on oceaslon might
not only prove undignified but insulting
0 the chief executive officer of the State.

But Mr. Stimaon would not acceds to
any amendments and the convention
stood by him. Mr., Stimson agresd with
William N. Dyman of Brooklyn that an
executive, budget plan would tend to
bring Into the executive office stronger
men and make men who occupy the of-
fice stronger and more self-rellant than
18 now possible,

Would Have to Toe Mark.

Mr. Buimson Insisted that the fact that

NEW STATE RULE PLAN
IS REPORTED FAVORABLY

Tanner Amendment to Constitution Would Consoli-
date Boards and Departments and Provide
for the Short Ballot.

ALBRANT, Aug. 11.—The big fight In
the Constitutional Convention will come
next week over the Tanner plan re-
organizing the State government by
adopting the short ballot and giving the
Governor power to appoint all heads of
departments.

Thi® plan was reported favorably (o
the convention to-night by Frederick C.
Tanner, Republican State committes
chalrman and head of the convention
committes on Covernor and Stata
officers. It provides only for the eleoc-
tion of Gowvernor, Lisutenant-Governor,
Attorney-Ceneral and Comptroller ani
the establishment of thirteen executive
departments, the heads of which are to
be appointed by the Governor.

The work now done by the 153 Btate
departments and commissions Is to be
divided among thems thirteen depart-
ments under laws to be passed by the
Legislature next winter, and If the con-
vention and the rwh approve the Tan-
ner plan it will go into operation on

January, 1817, when the terms of tho
present elactive Btate officials expire.

Term of Four Years.

Along with the Tanner plan has besn
reported favorably from the same com- |
mittee a constitutional amendment in. |
creasing the term of the Governor from |
two to four years and his salary from |
$10,000 to $20,000 to t mke effect on |
January 1 next as to salary, but tho |
four year term of Governor will not
apply except to the Qovernor slected in
1918, o that the Governor elected next
year will have but & twp year term.

'The department shall have
the receipt, disbursement and safe
ing of public moneys and securities, the
Investment and control of public funds,
the snforcement of the tax and revenus
laws of the State, the equalization of
asscanments, the levy, adsessment and
collection of all taxes, and the Inspec-
tion and wupervision of any Btate Board
of Tax Commissioners provided by law.

“10. The Department of Public Works

“To show my good faith 1 am will-
ing to compromisé by providing that
any special appropriation which the
Governor will recommend along with his
", budget can be passed by the usual vote
in the Legislature, except that special
appropriations not suggested by the Gov-
ernof must have & two-thirds vote in
either house, This would prevent a
legislator who has been turned down by
the Governor from log rolling his ap-
propriation through the Legislature by
& party vote.”

A. Leroy Austin agreed with the pur-
Ppose of Mr. Bmith's amendment, but did
not belleve that & minority should be
permitted to hold up an appropriation
where a majority Adesired to establish a
new policy of government.

Henutor Wagner offered an amendiment
that one-third of the members of either
house should bhe permitted to bring the
Governor before them for questioning,
but this was defeated.

The
Democratas then abandoned any further
effort to perfedt the amendment and it
waa advanced 10 a third reading.

Suffrage Plan Favored.

Deputy Attorney-General Harold J.
Hinman, as chairman of the committee
on future amendments, reported favor-
ably an amendment desired by the wom-
an suffragists governing the submission
of their amendment to the voters at the
November election.

It provides that “if at the general elec-
tion held in 1916 & majority of the elec-
tors voting thereon shall approve and
ratify the amendment to section 1 of Ar-
ticle 11. of the Constitution now in force,
heretofore proposed by the Legislature,
section 1 of Article 11, of this Constitu-
tion shall be deemed thereby amended so
a8 to embody therein the new matter
contained in said proposed amendment so
approved.”

Chalrman Hinman also reported favor-
ably an amendment providing that here-
after a constitutional amendment shall
not ba oonsidered adopted by the people
unless “the number of votes cast and
counted foP or augainst the same shall
equal at least two-thirds of the aggre-
gate number of votes cast for members
of Assembly at such election, or provid-
ed the majority vote in favor of such
amendment shall equal at least one-half
of the aggregate number of voles casi
for members of the Assembly at such
election.”

P, W. Cullinan, one of the leading
Republican delegates from northern New
York, announced that while & majority |
of the seventeen members of the coms-|
mittee had voted to, report the Tanner
plan favorably seven or eight mems-
bers of tha committes desired 1o fle
minofity reports opposing it.

The proposed Artlcle Five of the Con-
stitution follows:

Ntate OfMcers and Depariments,

“Section 1, There swhall be a depart-
ment of justice, the head of which shall
be the Attorney-General. He shall be
elected at the same time and for the
same term as the Governor.

“2. There shall be a' department of
audit and control, the head of which
shall be the Comptroller. He shall be
elected at the same time and for the
same term as the Governor, He shall
audit and verify all financlal transac-
tlons of the State and of the civil divi-
slons thereof as provided by law, and
verify all ofMiclal statements of assets,
labilities, revenues and expenses He
shall report to the Legislature and the
State departments from timg to time as
provided by law, and shall lay hefore
the departmemt of justice suvh matters
as In his judgment necessitats actlon by
that department. No executive or ad-
ministrative functions not appropriate
and necessary to the foregolng duties
shall be Imposed on him.

8. There shall be & department of
education which shall be administered
by the corporation known as the Unlvers
sity of the State of New York. The
chief administrative officer of the de-
partinent shall be appointed by the re-
gents of the university, !

“4. There shall be a departmens of |
public utilities, conslsting of two com- |
missions of flve members each, who
shall be appointed by the Governor, by |
and with the advice and consent of the
Senate, and may be removed by the
Renate upon recommendation of the
Governor, stating the grounds upon
which sueh removal I8 recommended,
The term of office of the Commissioners
shall be five years.

Conservation Department.

“5. There shall be a department of
conservation under the direction of a
conservation commission of nine niems-
hers who shall be appoluted by the Goy-
ernor, by and with the advice and con-
sent of the Benate, and may be removed
by the dovernor on charges after an
opportunity to be heard. One Commis- |
sloner mhall reside in each Judleial Als- |
triet.  They shall be wo classified that |
ane Commiesloner shall go out of urlh-oi
at the end of each year. Thelr succes-
pors shall be appolnted by the Governor,
by and with the advice and consent of

tion, The Secretary of Charities and Cor-
rection shall have power of Inspection
and supervision of all Htate charitable
institutions, State hospitals for the in-
sane, State prisons and other Ntate cor-
rectional tnstitutions. He whall take care
that all the lawe relating to such In-
stitutions are falthfully executed and ha
#hall perform such other duties In rela-
tion to the charities and correctiona of

He shall have the
regulation of all insurance companies do-
ing business within the State.

To Enforce Labor Lawe.

“16. The Department of Labor and In-
dustry shall be administered by an in-
dustrinl commtssion. It shall have the
enforcement of the Inbor law and of all
laws for the promotion of industry.

“17. ‘Mie Attorney-tieneral and Comp-
troller may be removed from office hy
fmpeachmient In the same manner as the
(yovernor or they may he removed by
the Senite by vote of two-thirds of all
the membern elects] thersto upon the
recommendation of the Governor, stating
the grounds therefor. A vacancy in the
office of Attorney-General or Comptrol-
ler shall be filled for the remainder of
the term at the next general eleotion
happening not less than three months
after such vacancy occura. Untll the
vacancy be so filed hy election the Gov-
ernor, or If the Henate be In seasion, the
Governor by and with the advice and
consent of the Renate, may fill such va-
cancy by appointment which shall ocon-
tinue until the first day of the pelitical
year next succecding the election at
which such office may be filled.

“1%, All appointed heads of depart-
ments shall be subject 10 impeachment In
the same manner as the Uovernor. A
vacancy occurring in a board or com-
mission appointed by and with the ad-
vice and comsent of the Renate for a
fined term shall be filled for the unex-
pired term in the same manner &s an
original appolintment, except that a va-
cancy occurring or existing while the
sSenate In not In session shall be filled by
the (Governor by appointment for a term
e piring at the end of twenty days from
tiie commencement of the next meeting
of the Benate.

No New Departments,

“16. At the session immediately follow.
ing the adoption of thia Constitution the
Legiskature shall provide by law for the
approprinte assignment of all the civil
administrative und executive functions of
the Btate Government to the several da-
partments in this article provided. Sub-
ject to the Wmitations contained in this
article the Legislature nmy from time te
time asslgn by law new powers and func-
tions to officers, boards or commissions
continued or created under this Conetl-
tution, and inerease, modify or diminish
the powers of such departments. No
new departments shall be created here-
afier,

“Any bureau, board, commission or of-
fice herenfter created shall be placed In
one of the departments enumerated In
this artlele. The elective Btate officer in
ofMee at the time thig Constitution s
adopted shall continue in ofMce until the
end of the terms for which they were
clected, Pending the asslgnment of the
civil executive and administrative func-
t'ons by the Legislature pursuant to the
direction of this section, the powers and
duties of the weveral departments, bu-
resus and offices now existing are con-
tinued. Bubject to the power of tha Leg-
Isluture to reduce the number of officers,
when the powers and Auties of any exist-
ing office ars asigned to any depart-
ment, the officers exercising such pow-
ers shall continue 1n omee In such qe-
partment and their terma of ofce shall
not be shortened by such assignment.”

STEEL HELMETS REVIVED

Special C to Tun Bov.

LonpoN, July 30.—The use of armor,
ormaor of the sixteenth century, lf:
necemsary, to withetand the fire of!
twentleth oentury maching gune 1s advo- |
oated by Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, the
novelist, in & letter to the Timese Bir
Arthur begen & campaign for the re-
vival of armor to mest the exigencies
of modern warfare twenty-five years
ago. He bellevea that demonstrations
in the present war fully vindicate the
position he has taken through these
years,

The London Times has been conduct-
iIng & symposium recently, in whioh
various opinions have besn expressed
reganrding the utility of reviving the
wearing of armor at the present Lime.
Beveral authorities believe that coats
of mail, or adaptiations of them, would
prove quite as useful now as In the
herolo days “when knights were bold.'
The adoption by the French of stesl hel-
mets gave rise to the suggestion that
other parts of the body, as well ap the

, demand protection.

Bir Arthur Cénan Doyle, writing to
the Times, urges that through the adop-
tion of armor the death rats from
rifle fAire, machine fire and shrapnel
should be reduced. He says:

Might Save Many Livea.

“Such aotions as that of May 9,
whare several brigades lost nearly half
thelr numbers In endeavoring to rush
over the 100 yarde which separated
us from the German trenches, must
make It olear that 1t is absolutely
impossible for unprotected troope to
pass over a rine which Is swept by
machie guns. Therefore you must
either forever abundon such attmcke
or you must find artificlal proteotion for
the men.

“Tt _has alwaye seemed to me ex«
traordifinry that the Innumerable ocuses
where & Bibie, & cigarette came, & Watoh
or some other chance article hamsaved
a man's life have not set us scheming
80 AR (0 do systematically what has
k0 often been the result of a happy
change.

“AB & man faces a hostile rifte hia
forehead and his heart are .re only
pointa presented which ars certalnly
vital. e former would be protected
by such a helmet as the French hawve
now evolved. ¢ second should hoi
covered by a curved plate of highly !
tempered steel which need not be more |
than a foot in diameter. With this sims
ple and light equipment the two cea-
tres of life are mafe.

“The remaining dangers to life nre
the meverance of n Iarge artery or a |
wound In the abdomen. The former In
not common from a rifle bullet and can- |
not be guarded against without com-
plete armor, which s out of the ques-
tlon. The latter Is no longer a certain
death wound, thanks to the advances |
of surgery, but a third curve of stesl
strapped across from the border of
the ribs to the crest of the hip bones
would afford protection.”

“Glanta’ MHelmets.™

Major-Gen.  Desmomd  O'Callaghan |
writes to the Times thul In the armories |
At Maita, Portsmouth and the Tower of !
London are massive wrought iron head-
pleces, known as “Clants’ Helmets,” |
which formerly were worn by sappers to
protect their heads when pushing sap-
rollers before them in the trenchex. The
saproller is a large cyiinder made of |
wattle and fllled with earth, used 1o
shield the men digeing a trench. The |
helmete weighed (wenty-five or thirty
pounds’and effectun: ¥ rtopped or turned |
aslde the bullets of an sarlier day.

Charles Plfoulkes, curaiur of the Tower
Armory, says there are two reasons lurl
the discarding of defensive urmor aftor
the invention of gunpowder. First, the
body armor of the sixteenth and wsev-
enteenth centuriea became Insupportable |
because It resinted the Impmet of the bul-
let.  Secondly, the crift of the armorer
becamo Aecndént.  ‘The earlier crafts- |
men had studied mv re carefully the tem-
pering of the matal and the proper -
Justment of the various pieces of :lwl
suit.  The luter munufacwirers produee .l
armor which was too heavy and ofien
of indifferent material.

Mr. Ploulkes continues : \

“It has been stated that it was the |
weight of armor, due to Its being proof
aguinst Arearms, which led to 1ts dis-
use ; and this can readily be understood
when we consider that the tactics of
the wmeventeenth century wers far more
intricate than the simple ‘battle array’
of earlier times and that the far reach-
ing expeditons of Drake, Columbus and
Cortez necensitated A much lighter aquip.
ment than was needed for European
ware. At the same time it should be
noted that the actusl weight carried by
the twentieth century soldier is much the |
sAme as that borne by his forefathers |
of the sixteenth century. |

“A  wvery serviceable half armor
weighs about 30 pounds, to which may |
be added another 15 pounds for clothing |
and arms, making together 45 pounds. |
Against thin may be piaced the service
equipment of 1011, totalling §% pounds 11
ounces. In the case of the cavalry the
comparison is still more striking, for the
war horse of the late Afteenth century
carried about 350 pounda (horse, armor,
rider, rider'a armor, arme and saddlery),
while the German cuirassier horse of |
1809 carried 334 pounds.

“Defensive armor war glven up not
beonuse of ita actual weight but because
the material was cumbersome, was not
easlly adapted to the conformation of the *
body and did not allow of rapid or
easy movement. For example, It s less |
irksome to carry & heavy sack on the |
back than an ingot of lron of equal |
welght, because the former s better dis-
tributed and more adaptable. In the
same way the military equipment of
to-day, although of equal weight, In
better sulted for rupld maneveing than
plate armor, and much of the equipment |
may be discarded without lessening the |
fighting efMciency of the soldier.

“The latest specimens of defensive
armor in the Tower wi'e a sapper's hel- |
met, simllar to those used by the Frenoh |
in the selge of Rome In 1848, and a shield |
used at the present duy by the Liverpool |
police.”
